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President's  Foreword 


In  prefacing  the  Directors'  118th  Annual  Report,  I should  firstly  accord  the 
warmest  measure  of  praise  to  my  colleagues,  the  Directors,  for  their 
unstinted  service  to  the  Institute.  My  warmest  thanks  are  given  for  their  loyal 
support  to  me,  not  only  during  the  year  under  review  but  at  all  times  and  in 
all  circumstances. 

In  more  than  twenty  years  of  membership  of  the  Board,  I cannot  recall  any 
year  in  which  we  have  been  faced  with  greater  opportunities  for  expansion 
of  our  services. 

Environmental  changes  and  advances  in  technology  have  had  a marked 
effect  on  our  way  of  life  during  the  70’s.  There  is  a prospect  of  continuing 
change  in  the  years  ahead  — changes  which  will  have  a far-reaching  effect 
upon  all  our  lives  and  with  which  the  Institute  will  be  called  upon  to  cope. 
The  opportunity  to  turn  these  changes  to  the  greatest  advantage  for  the 
children  who  are  our  abiding  concern  and  our  prized  responsibility  must  not 
be  neglected. 

Our  capacity  to  adapt,  to  innovate  and  to  use  the  developing  techniques  will 
determine  the  degree  of  long  term  benefit  to  be  derived  by  our  children 
from  this  changing  world. 

The  problems  created  by  the  lack  of  vision  or  hearing  or  both  will,  I fear, 
always  be  with  us.  lam  just  as  sure  that  the  spirit  of  compassion,  of  concern 
and  the  desire  to  help  within  our  community  will  continue  to  grow. 

We  must  look  forward!  When  new  problems  present  as  undoubtedly  they 
will,  we  must  solve  them.  When  new  programs  and  skills  are  needed,  we 
must  find  them. 

The  challenges  which  will  arise  are  very  different  to  those  encountered  in 
our  early  beginnings  over  a century  ago.  With  the  continuing  support  of  our 
hard-working  Auxiliaries  and  a generous  public,  we  are  ready  to  meet  and  to 
overcome  them.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDED  SEPTEMBER  30,  1979 


The  Institute’s  1 19th  year  has  seen  further  progress  in  its  work,  a 
widening  of  responsibility  and  additional  extension  to  and 
enlargement  of  our  services. 

Not  the  least  of  the  problems  encountered  has  been  that  which 
it  appears  will  always  be  with  us  — to  contain  our  escalating 
costs  and  at  the  same  time  ensure  no  reduction,  but  rather  an 
extension  and  improvement  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
services.  This  problem  is  later  dealt  with  in  this  Report  under 
the  heading  of  Finance. 

Vice  Regal  Patronage 

Support  and  interest  in  all  the  Institute's  activities  is  constantly 
demonstrated  by  its  distinguished  Patron,  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  of  N.S.W.,  Sir  Roden  Cutler,  v.c.  kx.m.c..  ccv.o,  car. 
His  Excellency's  interest  is  shared  by  Lady  Cutler  and  is  a 
constant  encouragement  to  the  Directors  and  to  all  concerned 
for  the  Institute's  welfare. 

The  Centre 

This  year  saw  the  admission  of  all  the  multi-handicapped  blind 
children,  36  in  all,  who  had  been  on  the  waiting  list  for 
enrolment  in  the  Institute's  Special  School  for  Multi- 
Handicapped  Blind  Children.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
completion  during  1 979  of  the  new  building  as  foreshadowed 
in  last  year's  Annual  Report.  The  cost  of  the  magnificent 
building  and  equipment  was  of  the  order  of  $3  million,  of 
which  almost  Si  million  was  provided  from  the  Institute's 
own  resources.  The  balance  of  $2  million  was  received  by 
way  of  a grant  from  the  Federal  Government.  The  Board 
expresses  the  warmest  appreciation  of  the  assistance  thus 
derived,  of  the  sympathetic  interest  of  Dame  Margaret 
Guilfoyle  (Minister  for  Social  Security)  and  of  the  helpful 
attitude  of  the  officers  of  her  Department  always  available 
for  consultation  and  advice. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Australian  Schools  Commission's 
Officers  is  also  acknowledged  with  thanks. 

There  has,  of  course,  been  a big  increase  in  staffingas  a result 
of  the  extended  activity.  The  number  of  staff  at  The  Centre 
has  increased  by  48  to  1 85  during  the  year.  All  the  additional 
personnel  are  concerned  directly  with  the  delivery  of  services 
and  facilities  to  the  children. 

Education 

There  are  now  69  children  accommodated  in  the  Special 
School  for  Multi-Handicapped  Blind.  All  have  good  prospects 
for  their  future  well-being.  In  measuring  the  success  achieved 
in  this  difficult  area,  the  yardstick  is  neither  purely  economic 
nor  academic.  Rather,  success  is  to  be  measured  by  the 
child's  ability  to  realise  to  fullest  capacity,  his  potential  to 
become  an  integrated  and  fulfilled  human  being.  To  this  end 
immediate  clinical  evaluation  is  not  possible.  The  child  must 
be  evaluated  in  the  learning  situation  over  a period  of  time 
and.  in  reaching  for  the  academic  goal,  the  importance  of 
education  in  the  broader  sense  by  acquisition  of  living  skills 
and  acceptance  of  conventional  behavioural  patterns  must 
be  kept  prominently  in  mind. 

Whilst  the  new  buildings  and  equipment  and  the  programmes 
they  house  are  now  functional,  the  Board  has  not  yet  been

able  to  set  a date  for  the  Official  Opening.  It  is  expected  that 
this  will  take  place  during  the  first  half  of  1 980,  thus  marking 
120  years  of  service  by  the  Institute  to  the  Deaf  and  Blind 
Children  of  the  State. 

The  N.S.W.  Department  of  Education's  School  for  the  Blind 
and  for  the  Deaf  at  the  Centre  remain  in  the  vanguard  of  such 
Special  Education  Schools  within  the  Commonwealth. 
Standards  are  of  the  highest  and  the  Board  records  appreciation 
of  the  working'  partnership  with  the  Department  at  The 
Centre.  Special  tribute  is  paid  to  the  respective  Principals,  Mr. 
T.A.  Grunsell,  b a.  and  Mr.  Don  Day  and  their  teaching  staff. 

Parent  Counselling 

The  expansion  of  this  service  required  that  your  Board 
appoint  an  additional  Parent  Counsellor  as  was  foreshadowed 
by  the  Directors  in  their  previous  Report.  Success  achieved 
by  the  programme  has  been  marked,  with  emphasis  placed 
upon  acceptance  of  each  child  as  a unique  individual.  The 
whole  programme  is  concerned  with  achievement  of  two 
objectives  — the  provision  of  supportive  service  to  the 
parents  at  the  time  when  they  most  surely  need  it  and 
establishment  of  a 'springboard'  for  the  child's  later 
enrolment  in  a formal  learning  or  training  situation. 
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Additional  Care-IrvResidence  Programme 

The  3 weeks'  extension  of  care  in  residence  for  our  dually 
handicapped  children,  which  was  established  as  a pilot 
programme  during  last  year's  summer  vacation,  proved 
highly  successful.  It  provides  relief  to  parents  encountering 
difficulty  in  coping  for  the  whole  of  the  long  period  of  the 
summer  holidays.  Whilst  once  more  over-all  cost  structures 
are  increased  by  this  new  service,  the  Board  is  persuaded  of 
the  necessity  to  continue  the  measure  as  a permanency  and 
has  so  directed.  Whilst  many  of  the  Institute's  own  resource 
staff  are  deeply  involved,  the  parent  participation  essential 
to  the  success  of  the  scheme  has  been  readily  forthcoming.

Careers  Education  Programme 

This  further  partnership  between  the  N.S.W.  Department  of 
Education  and  the  Royal  Institute  has  functioned  most 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Results  have  been  satisfactory. 
The  co-operation  between  personnel  of  the  N.S.W.  School 
for  the  Blind  and  the  Institute's  own  staff  has  left  nothing  to 
be  desired.  The  Board  specifically  acknowledges  the  service 
given  by  Mr.  Roy  Dodd  who  is  the  School's  Careers  Adviser, 
combining  with  those  duties  the  function  of  Careers 
Consultant  to  the  Institute. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a representative  number  of 
company  and  corporation  executives  accepted  the  Institute's 
invitation  to  lunch  at  the  Centre  and  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunity  to  see  something  of  the  activities  undertaken 
by  the  adolescent  blind  students  in  this  programme.  Resulting 
from  this  and  from  the  interest  and  concern  thus  generated, 
greater  opportunities  for  on-site  job  experience  for  the 
students  have  been  presented. 

Independent  Living  Programme 

The  Directors  and  senior  staff  have  had  lengthy  and  frequent 
discussions  with  the  Principal  of  the  School  for  the  Blind, 
Mr.  T.A.  Grunsell,  and  representatives  of  "Forsight"  (the 
Parents  Action  Croup).  Principal  cause  for  mutual  concern 
was  the  problems  encountered  by  many  blind  adolescents  in 
that  transition  period  from  school-leaving  to  job  placement 
and  independent  living. 


The  Board  is  now  seeking  to  establish  a situation  in  which  the 
school  leavers  with  visual  impairment  can  be  accommodated 
in  groups  of  two  or  three  in  modern  flats.  In  this  independent 
environment,  the  adolescents  will  be  monitored  by  an 
experienced  mature  person,  but  will  not  be  under  close 
supervision.  These  teenagers  will  have  ample  opportunity 
over  a 12  months'  staging  period  to  adjust  to  the  problems 
and  pleasures  of  independent  living  and  social  integration  — 
hopefully  a stepping  stone  to  a fuller  and  more  complete  life. 

Your  Directors  are  confident  this  planning  will  come  to 
fruition  in  early  1 980. 

Here  the  Board  makes  grateful  acknowledgement  of  the 
concern  evinced  and  assistance  given  in  many  ways  by  the 
President  of  "Forsight",  Mr.  Peter  Buggy,  and  his  hard- 
working Committee  of  parents. 

Finance 

As  was  emphasised  in  last  year's  Report,  Directors  are 
constantly  aware  that  the  well-being  of  the  Institute  in  fiscal 
matters  is  critical  to  the  maintenance,  expansion  and 
improvement  of  services  to  the  children  and  thus  to  their 
continuing  benefit  and  well-being. 

The  pressure  of  inflation  is  felt  nationally  and  appears 
permanent  It  affects  practically  every  item  of  service  extended 
to  the  children  and  in  many  areas  cannot  be  controlled. 
Although  the  closest  watch  is  kept  upon  costs,  the  answer  to 
the  problem  of  cost  escalation  seems  to  lie  in  increase  of 
revenue. 


Children  in  the  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  School  need  toys  which 
promote  digital  dexterity  and  co-ordination. 
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Again  your  Board  is  pleased  to  demonstrate  by  publication  of 
the  relevant  Accounts  that  this  essential  result  has  been 
at  hieved.  It  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  the 
signifit  ant  contribution  made  by  the  Federal  Government  by 
way  of  subsidies  towards  recurrent  expenditures  in  salaries 
and  wages  anti  in  replacement  of  tapital  items  needing 
repair  or  renewal. 

The  substantial  increase  in  Legacies  from  $353,481  to 
$500,084  is  most  pleasing.  It  stems  from  the  excellent  Public 
Relations  programme  maintained  by  the  Institute  through 
the  valued  good  offices  of  the  various  sections  of  the  media. 
It  indicates  also  the  public's  confidence  in  the  soundness  of 
the  Institute's  planning  and  in  the  worth  of  its  ongoing 
programmes. 

Once  again.  Clubs,  Committees  and  Auxiliaries  have 
established  a record.  They  have  raised  this  year  a sum  of  no 
less  than  $164,653.  Special  grants,  donations  and  appeals 
include  amongst  other  items  the  proceeds  of  5114,000 
raised  by  the  candidates  in  our"  Lovely  Motherhood  Quest" 
and  the  $59,000  resulting  from  Street  Appeals  on  Pen  Days. 

Commonwealth  Government  subsidies  for  Capital  purposes 
total  $1,922,706  of  which  $1 ,857,1 92  was  expended  on  the 
new  building  to  house  the  Special  School  for  the  Multi- 
Handicapped  Blind. 

Reference  to  the  Statement  of  Income  & Expenditure 
appearing  on  Page  13,  discloses  that  Expenditure  has 
increased  by  $254,804  or  17.8%.  The  greater  part  of  this, 
specifically  5 1 4 1 ,1 96,  is  attributable  to  increased  charges  for 
Salaries  and  Wages.  Such  increases  were  brought  about  not 
only  by  the  variations  to  Awards  and  National  Wage  increases, 
but  very  substantially  by  the  appointment  of  additional 
members  of  staff  to  service  the  new  programmes  initiated  by 
your  Board.  The  heaviest  added  costs  were  those  occasioned 
by  the  intake  of  the  additional  36  children  to  the  Multi- 
Handicapped  Blind  programme  with  the  proportionate 
recruitment  of  added  child-care  staff. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Federal  Government  for 
salary  subsidy  for  the  additional  staff  members,  and  your 
Board  is  presently  awaiting  a decision  by  the  Government 

Whilst  meeting  a large  proportion  of  direct  charges  for  the 
new  buildings  and  equipment  at  The  Centre,  your  Directors 
have  been  able,  during  the  year,  to  increase  investments  on 
first  mortgage  by  $86,500.  This  is  regarded  as  acceptable.  But 
a larger  investment  income  is  needed  to  ensure  the  mainte- 
nance and  extension  of  the  Institute's  activities,  particularly 
if,  by  chance,  the  proceeds  of  voluntary  effort  should 
diminish.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  sum  of  $250,000  has  been 
transferred  from  income  to  the  Capital  Projects  Account  The 
Board  considers  this  to  be  wise  in  view  of  the  known  commit- 
ments which  the  Institute  will  be  called  upon  to  meet  during 
the  coming  year,  when  provision  of  the  flat  accommodation 
for  the  adolescent  school  leavers,  as  mentioned  elsewhere  in 
this  Report,  will  have  to  be  made  at  an  estimated  capital  cost 
of  some  $200,000. 

The  method  of  presentation  of  the  Accounts  remains  as  last 
year  and  it  will  be  noted  that  for  comparative  purposes, 
figures  for  the  year  1978  are  shown  on  both  the  Statement  of 
Income  and  Expenditure  and  on  the  Balance  Sheet. 

Generally  the  financial  position  is  considered  to  be  satisfactory. 
However,  there  can  be  no  lessening  of  the  concern  and 
vigilance  of  the  Board  and  the  staff  in  their  constant  effort  on 
the  one  hand,  to  contain  costs  to  a minimum  and  on  the  other 
hand,  to  maximise  the  income  of  the  Institute  so  that  it  may 
maintain  and  extend  services  to  the  children. 


Liaison  with  Kindred  Bodies

Business  and  Professional  Blind 

Substantial  support  was  also  given  to  the  International 
Association  of  Educators  of  the  Deaf/Blind. 

Regional  Offices 

The  Institute's  Office  which  services  the  lllawarra  region  and 
is  situated  in  Wollongong,  continues  under  the  administration 


ol  Mrs.  Barbara  Quintrell  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  satisfartory 
progress,  particularly  in  extension  of  welfare  services  to  the 
deaf  and  blind  children  in  the  lllawarra  region. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  Mrs.  Quintrell  has 
acc epted  appointment  as  the  Hon.  Sec  retary  of  the  lllawarra 
Handic  apped  Persons  T rust.  Direc  tors  are  again  pleased  that 
through  a senior  staff  member,  the  Institute  is  making  a 
further  c ontribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  handicapped  in  the 
region. 

Mr.  Colin  Styman,  Administrator  of  the  Newcastle  Office,  has 
been  a servant  of  the  Institute  for  a considerable  number  of 
years  and  has  completed  another  fine  period  of  service.  He 
has  the  respect  of  all  who  know  him  in  the  district  and  has 
given  great  assistance  to  the  various  Committees  and  Auxiliaries 
of  the  Institute  working  in  the  Newcastle  district 

The  Braille  Libraries  established  by  the  Board  last  year  in 
these  Regional  Offices  continue  to  receive  addition  of 
volumes  being  continually  produced  by  the  Computerised 
Braille  Library  Services  Section  in  the  Institute's  Sydney 
Head  Office. 

The  intensive  activity  of  the  Clubs  and  Auxiliaries  affiliated  to 
the  Institute  through  the  lllawarra  and  Newcastle  Regional 
Offices  has  continued  during  the  year.  Outstanding  results 
have  been  achieved.  Directors  are  appreciative  of  the 
Committees'  hard  work  and  interest,  and  of  the  local  support 
given  them.  All  this  is  reflected  in  the  splendid  record 
established  this  year  in  the  fund-raising  activities  of  the 
various  Auxiliaries.

Computer  and  Braille  Library  Services 

This  year  saw  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Institute's 
computerised  braille  production  system.  The  system  has 
been  expanded  by  increasing  its  storage  capacity  and  by  the 
addition  of  a third  visual  display  terminal  for  text  entry. 

During  the  year  over  fifty  books  were  translated  into  braille, 
as  well  as  a number  of  magazines,  newsletters,  sports  fixtures 
lists,  business  papers,  and  government  publications.  The 
translation  service  has  attracted  several  new  clients.  From 
the  government  sphere,  these  include  the  N.S.W.  Education 
Department,  the  Commonwealth  Public  Service  Board  and 
the  National  Advisory  Council  on  the  Handicapped.  Schools 
for  the  Blind  and  voluntary  agencies  who  provide  braille 
libraries  are  included  amongst  new  users  of  the  service,  and 
orders  were  filled  from  N.S.W.,  Victoria,  Western  Australia, 
and  Queensland.  A small  number  of  braille  volumes  were 
also  produced  for  clients  in  the  United  Kingdom,  New 
Zealand,  Papua  New  Guinea,  Indonesia,  and  Guyana. 


In  May— June  1979,  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Blind  held  an  International  Conference  on  "Computerized 
Braille  Production"  in  London.  The  Institute  was  represented 
by  its  Computer  Services  Manager,  John  Berryman,  who  was 
one  of  the  Conference  Speakers.  The  Institute's  computer 
installation  is  recognised  internationally  as  one  of  the  world's 
major  braille  production  centres. 

Joint  Programme  by  Macquarie 
University  and  The  Institute 

Excellent  progress  was  made  by  this  innovative  project 
during  the  year.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  Professor  James  Ward  and  Dr.  Bernie  Thorley 
of  Macquarie  University. 

Miss  Angela  Wilson,  the  Institute's  Research  Co-ordinator,  is 
in  charge  of  the  programme  within  the  Special  School  for 
Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Children  at  the  Centre. 

The  exemplary  classrooms  for  six  children  referred  to  in  last 
year's  report  have  created  much  interest.  A great  number  of 
visitors  from  all  States  of  Australia  and  overseas  have  visited 
the  programme. 

Mrs.  Kristen  Nicholls  left  the  programme  during  the  year  to 
return  to  the  United  States.  However,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  N.S.W.  Department  of  Education,  we  were  able  to 
engage  a competent  replacement  assistant  to  Miss  Wilson,  in 
Miss  Peggy  Kirkland. 

Those  conducting  the  project  and  closely  associated 
personnel  at  the  Centre,  from  the  Superintendent  down,  are 
impressed  with  the  improvement  in  the  overall  skills  achieved 
by  the  children.
